Government Marketing Services, Inc. (GMS) requests
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Services, Inc., B-192919, October 3, 1978 "78-2 CPL 255,

In which we dismissed its pratest of the deletion

of all hand held calculator models from its multiple
award schedule contract (GS-095-66672) with the General
Services Administration, Federal Supply Service. The
protest was dismissed because the canceilation, which
wes pursuant to a contract clause vhich provided that
either varty to the contract could cancel upon 60

days notice, involved & matter of contract administra-
tion not subject to resolution under our Bid Protest
Procedures,

GMS arques that the dismissal was incorrect since
our Office did not have all the pertinent information
before it., This information, which GMS has submitted,
consists of GSA documents which in general suppoit the
GSA multiple award schedule system and purport to
show that the schedule is the most cost effective
method of purchasing these itoms, In additioa GMS
contends that GSA had rno reasor to cancel its contract
other than to respond to newspaper publicity and
claims tpnat individual procurements of these items
will be more costly and will violate GSA "rules and
regulations".

GMS's arguments either deal with the merits of
the cancellaticn or are aimed at connecting the cancel-
lation to possible future procurements of these items,
GME has not presented evidence demonstrating any error
of fact or law in out original determination that

this matter involves contract administration. Thus we
find there is nc basis for our reconsidering this
matter.
